CITY OF ANDALUSIA 
TO SET UP FEDERAL 
POWER COMPANY 


MONTGOMERY, Nov. 16,.—The 
City of Andalusia filed a petition 
with the Alabama Public Service 
Commission today for authority to 
establish a power district and to 
acquire the electric properties of 
the Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in nine Southeastern counties 
of the State, 

The petition was filed under & 
1985 “New Deal’ act, which pro- 
vides that “any municipality pro- 
posed to be included in a district” 
shall have authority to ask its es- 
tablishment, 

Three directors, named by the 
Governor, would operate the utili- 
ty system, which the city proposes 
to be known as “The South Ala- 


43 


bama Power Authority.” 
The system which the city pro- 
poses to acquire and operate 


through the sale of bonds “secur- 
ed by the physical property and 
revenues from its operation,” ex- 
tends into Barbour, Conecuh, Cov- 
ington, Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Monroe, and Pike Coun- 
ties, 

It would affect the towns and 


communities of Andalusia, Ariton, 
Banks, Bellville, Brantley, Brun- 
didge, Clio, Dozier, ELBA, Ever- 
green, Wxcel, Frisco City, Gantt, 
Glenwood, Goshen, Kinston, Milo, 
Opp, Red Level, Repton, River 


Falls, Samson and Troy. 

“The people of the territory af- 
fected,” the city’s petition said, 
“want municipal ownership of the 
electric property. 

“It is contemplated that the 
power district will acquire the 
property by the issuance of bonds 
secured by the physical property 
and revenue from its operation. 

“When the bonds are retired, the 
power district will own the proper- 
ty without the investment of any 
public money or the use of the 
credit of the State or any county, 
city or township of the State in 
any way.” 

The Water Service Company is 
4 subsidiary of the Federal Water 
Service of New York. 


Board Approves Power District 

(Monday's Alabama Journal) 

Establishment of a power dis- 
trict to enable the city of Anda- 
lusia to acquire electric properties 
of the Alabama Water Service 
Company in nine Southeastern 
counties was approved Saturday 
by the Alabama public service 
commission. 

The commission described the 
municipal corporation, to be known 
us the South Alabama Power Au- 
thortiy, as “economically sound 
and desirable,” and said the ‘‘pub- 
lic convenience and necessity re- 
quire the creation” of such a dis- 
trict. 

Andalusia city commissioners 
filed their petition for approval 
of the project under a 1935 act 
which provides that any munici- 
pality proposed to be included in 
such a district shall have authority 
to ask its establishment. 

The system which the city pro- 
poses to acquire and operate 
through the sale of bonds ‘secured 
by the physical property and reve- 
nues from its operation,” extends 
into Barbour, Conecuh, Covington, 
Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, Geneva, 
Monroe and Pike Counties.

of WPA, authorizing this addition- 
al quota is as follows: 

“In order to meet need caused 
by flood in rural areas where the 
Warm Security Administration is 
extending special emergency as- 
sistance jin the form of grants 
andjor loans, you are authorized 
to employ for a period of two 
months $,000 in addition to your 
regularly authorized employment. 
This additional authorization shall 
be used exclusively for persons in 
need in these distressed rural 
areas, Certification of persons to 
be employed under this additional 
wvuthorization should be made by 
the regularly approved certifying 
agency in your State. If neces- 
gary, however, you are authorized 
to make your own certification of 
persons in need to carry out ef- 
fectively the purpose of this ad- 
ditional employment authorization, 
Representatives of Farm Security 
Administration and the State Ag- 
ricultural Wxtension Director in 
your State should be consulted in 
connection with this additional em- 
ployment authorization,” 

In order to spread the work and 
reach as many of these distressed 
families as possible with this ad- 
ditional employment, Colonel Hen- 
derson stated he would place 8,000 
heads of families for one month 
and then replace them with 8,000 
others for the second month of 
this authorization. 

“This will mean we will be able 
te give temporary assistance to 
16,000 families in Alabama in ad- 
dition to our regular load of 41,000 
workers,"”’ he stated. “It must be 
emphasized, however, that this ad- 
ditional employment is only tem- 
porary and is for those areas where 
the damage to crops was highest. 
The job of assigning’ these addi- 
tional workers is being done as 
rapidly as possible,”

TERRACING SCHOOL 
HELD LAST WEEK IS 
DECLARED SUCCESS

The terracing school which was 
held at the farm of Mr, J, A, 
Wilkes on. November 16 and 17 
was successful. ‘This school was 
held under the direction of Mr. 
J. B, Wilson, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, in cooperation with 
the county agent, assistant county 
egent and the vyeational agricul- 
ture teachers. ‘The school was 
teld for the purpose of training 
community leaders so that they in 
turn could return to their respec- 
tive communities and be of as- 
sistance to their neighbors, 

While attending the school the 
men were given an opportunity 
to study water control, which in- 
volves such factors as terracing, 
vegetative covering and land use. 
They were given an opportunity 
to study terrace designs, terrace 
construction, terrace outlets and 
location of terraces, The men were 
also given an opportunity to use 
the terracing instrument in run- 
ning’ lines,

THE WORKS OF THE MESSIAH 


LESSON THXT—Matthew 8:14-27, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Jesus of Nazareth 
+ Went about doing good.—Acts 10:38, 


“Does it work?’ Modern man is 
not impressed by a thing simply 
because great claims are made for 
it or it is intricately organized. 
After all, the {mportant thing is, 
does it really work? Such a tert 
can be carried to an extreme and 
the finest and richest things of life 
be thrown aside because they have 
no utilitarian yalue. But in gen- 
eral, the question {s a good one, and 
especially is that true as It is ap- 
plied to religious systems and 
philosophies of life. These claim 
to have power to deliver man from 
his sin and give him peace and rest. 
What we want to know is, do they 
actually do it, not only in the day 
of health and prosperity, but in the 
hour of death and devastation? The 
answer is that every one of them 
has failed and does fail, with the 
exception of Christianity, which 
comes “not in word but in power" 
(I Cor. 4:20). In Christianity is 
found the only real dynamic for 
daily living. 

I. Personal Needs Satisfied (vv. 
14-17), 

This entire section of the Gospel 
of Matthew is concerned with 
miracles. It is interesting to note 
how many of these events concern 
personal needs. ‘There is scant 
comfort to the needy one to speak 
to him in generalities about a great 
God who is ready to help people. 
When I am in need I want to know 
whether there is any help for me. 
Jesus healed Peter's mother in the 
home, and then He went out and 
healed multitudes in the throng, but 
in each case it was a personal in- 
terest which He took and a per- 
sonal healing that was received. 


Observe also that He met the need 
of ali whether they were sick in 
body, mind or spirit. Someone may 
say, ‘That is all very well, but that 
took place when He was here on 
earth,’’ Well, He is here now, work- 
ing in and through the power of the 
Holy Spirlt and in and through His 
children. The Lord Jesus Christ 
daily satisfies every need of His 
disciples, and often does so in 
ways which are miraculous in their 
sight. 

II, Sacrificial Service Exempli- 
fled (vv, 18-22). 

Following Jesus in discipleship is 
more than speaking sweet words of 
devotion or of taking part in the 
carrying out of some public wor- 
ship ministry. To really follow Him 
is to ‘‘follow one whose vocation is 
such that there are Incessant de- 
mands compelling the renunciation 
of home and the comforts of a set- 
tled life. Only the call of God can 
make one equal to the demands of 
such a hazardous life’ (Edward E. 
Anderson). 

Observe that even the demands 
which love may present on behalf 
of an aged father must not be per- 
mitted to stand between the disciple 
and his Lord. There is no thought 
of unkindness or lack of considera- 
tion here, for as our Lord points 
out, those who are spiritually dead, 
although still physically alive, may 
well be called on to care for the 
physical needs of an aged parent, 
even in the hour of death, if the 
Lord Jesus has work for His disciple 
to do elsewhere. 

There is no thought of neglect of 
the duties of life, but rather of a 
placing of the Lord first, whatever 
else may take the second place, 
The blight upon many a Christian 
experience is that almost anything 
else which is of interest is allowed 
to take first place and the Lord 
must take second place if He is 
given any place at all. 

I. Divine Power Demonstrated 
(vv. 23-27). 

There are those in the world who 
are unable to see the workings of 
God's power in the spiritual realm 
because they themselves have not 
been spiritually born again (I Cor. 
2:14), For these the Lord here pre- 
sented the working of His mighty 
power in the realm of nature. 

Satan, who is ‘the prince of this 
world” (John (14:30) had evidently 
whipped the waves of the sea into 
a mighty storm, possibly thus hop- 
ing to drown Jesus and get rid of 
his divine adversary, but the Lord 
Himself speaks in the majesty of 
His eternal power and we read that 
“there was a great calm’ (vy. 26). 
Even His disciples were strangely 
astonished that the very “winds and 
the sea obey Him.” Yes, the 
forces of nature respond to His 
slightest word. The winds and the 
Sea obey Him. But what is even 
more wonderful is that the turmoil 
of a man’s soul becomes a great 
and blessed calm when this holy 


Lord Jesus speaks the word of 
peace. 
Confused and troubled man or 


woman who reads these words, will 
you not now by faith submit your- 
self to the One who can speak to 
you, who can meet and satisfy ev- 
ery one of your needs, and who can 
give you the blessed privilege of 
sacrificial service on His behalf in 
a needy world?,

Questions, Answers

most frequently asked, No. % will 
appear next week.) 


@. How old must a worker be 
to receive a monthly benefit under 
the Old-Age and Survivors Pro- 
gram of the Social Security Act? 

A, A worker must be at least 
65 years old to receive a monthly 
benefit. 

Q. Can a worker who was 65 
years old in 1986 now qualify for 
monthly benefits? 

A. Yes. Provided he has 6 
auarters of covered employment, 
he may qualify for monthly bene- 
fits, 

Q. Can a man and his wife 
draw benefits at the same time? 

A. Yes, provided she is at least 
65 years old, 

Q. Can a dependent child re- 
ceive a monthly benefit at the 
same time his father is receiving 
benefits ? 

A. Yes. Provided the child is 
under 18 and attending school, he 
may be entitled to a monthly bene- 
fit. 

Q. Would the widow of a fully 
insured individual be entitled to a 
monthly benefit ? 

A. Yes. Provided she is at 
least 65 years old or has in her 
care dependent children of the de- 
ceased wage earner, 

Q. May dependent children of 
deceased fully insured individual 
receive monthly benefits? 

A. Yes, Provided they are un- 
der 18 years of age and attend 
school, they may be entitled to 
monthly benefits, 

Q. What is the maximum 
amount of monthly benefits that 
may be paid in any one month to 
the widow and dependent children 
of a fully insured individual in the 
event of his death? 

A. The widow and 
children may receive an amount 
equal to twice what the worker 
would have received had he lived. 
For example, suppose his benefit 
had he lived amounted to $25 per 
month, In the event of his death 
his widow and dependent. children 
could receive an amount not to 
exceed $50 per month until the 
youngest child was 18 years of age.
